It is well known that some perennials suoh as Oriental Poppies must be planted 
in the fall when dormant. It is our contention, based upon years of experience, that 
many others (especially Spring flowering sorts) do best when transplanted in the fall 
thus enabling them to become established before blooming time. Due to the unfavorable 
growing season just past which featured disastrous floods, our list is much shorter 
than we had anticipated and so early ordering is therefore suggested. All plants aro 
field grown and are freshly dug just prior to shipment thus insuring your receiving 
vigorous plants. Prices, unless otherwise specified, are 40¢ each or 2 of same variety 
for 75¢. Before ordering be sure to read "Conditions of Sale" at bottom of last page. 


ORIENTAL POPPIES 
The Oriental Poppy (Papaver Orientale) has no rival in the spring in producing 


masses of color. The list below includes the finest to be had in each color classi- 
fication. 


BARR'S WHITE - Large pure white with purplish black spots. 50¢ each 
BEAUTY OF LIVERMORE - Fine dark crimson with black blotches. 50¢ each 
CHEERIO - A very distinctive new variety. The flowers are pink with crimson

We feel that there are few groups of hardy perennials that can match the Dianthus 
in attractiveness, versatility and durability. 


CAESIUS SPLENDENS (CHEDDAR PINK) - a prolific bloomer with myriads of fragrant rose 
pink flowers in evidence in May and June. 

CRIMSON KING - (CARNATION) A very dependable everblooming double crimson red 
pink. Fine for cutting and for the border. 

LATIFOLIUS BEATRICE - A fine companion to Crimson King although not as tall. 
Double flowers of lovely pure pink. 45¢ each 

LITTLE JOE - A new, attractive low growing gem with glaucous blue-green 
foliage and large crimson flowers. 50% each

HEUCHERA BRIZOIDES (Coral Bells) Dainty spires of bell like flowers of lovely soft 
rose pink. ' 


LINUM FLAVUM NAMUM COMPACTUM - (Yellow Flax) One of the finest of all rock plants. 
Compact plants with transparent yellow blooms. 


LYTHRUM MORDEN'S PINK - A new pure pink variety. 50¢ each 
THE BHACON - Long spikes of clear rosy red flowers three feet long make 
a real show in the summer garden.
